Mark Steven Wilson, 29, a 
self-employed man and father 
of a 9-year-old boy, was shot 
and killed with a handgun on 
Monday, March 10 in a pickup

Homicide detectives said 
.Wilson’s body was found in the 
truck about 11:18 p.m. He had 
been shot four times in the 
head outside 1209 E. Lon St., 
police said. 

Wilson, of 2228 Avalon PI. 
was a partner with the Wilson 
Brothers, Inc., a building ser- 
vice, operated by five brothers. 
He was one of seven children.

pole. He was accidentally 
hanged on the rope of the pole, 
police said. 

David died at 4 p.m. &t Child- 
ren's Hospital, according,.to 
police. Detectives said David 
had been swinging on the rope. 
They said his hands apparently 
slipped and somehow his head 
became entangled in the rope. 

But David's father, Handy 
Matthews, of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
said his son died ‘“myste- 
riously, rather than accidental- 
ly.” 

Matthews said, “Right now, 
we don't know the circumstan- 
ces surrounding my son's 
death. It is unlikely that he 
would do that to himself. 
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for the arrest of Ginger Boyd, 
39, of 1445 Hildreth Ave. Boyd, 
who has been charged with 
one count of murder, was still 
at large Tuesday, according to 
police. 

Police would not comment 
on what the motive was in the 
slaying of Wilson, but said 
Boyd is the sister of the victim’s 
estranged wife. 

A spokésperson for the Wil- 
son family told The CALL & 
POST Tuesday, “We are terri- 
bly shocked of Mark's death. 
We hope the police investiga- 
tion-in the case will be tho- 
rough and produce a convic- 
tion of the person or persons 
responsible for Killing him.”

Detectives seek clues 
in murder of man, 66 


Columbus police were look- 
ing Tuesday, March 11 for a 
suspect in the March 5 slaying 
of a 66-year-old Eastside man 
whose body was found in his 
house. 

Homicide Sgt. Clifford Davis 
said William Harold McKinney, 
of 1115 McAllister Ave. may 
have been robbed and blud- 
geoned to death with a heavy 
brick by his assailant. 

Davis said McKinney had not 
been seen by neighbors for two 
days before his body was 
found. 


A spokesperson for the 
Franklin County. Coroner's 
office said McKinney, a retired 
school teacher from the Hamil- 
ton Township School system, 
died of a blow to the head with 
a heavy object. 

McKinney had lived in the 
Eastside area for 35 years, 
according to detectives. 

If you have any information 
that could lead to the arrest 
and possible conviction of the 
suspect, contact Sgt. Cliff 
Davis, at 222-4730. All informa- 
tion will be confidential. 


The spokesperson said, 
“Mark will be missed by all the 
people who khew him. He was 
a very good person who cared 
for and worked closely with his 
family. He could be-depended 
on and lots of people did that.” 

Wilson was killed in the fami- 
ly’s pickup truck. His body was 
removed from and placed on 
the ground at the scene of the 
incident for more than three 
hours (awaiting arrival of the 
coroner), a situation family 
members condemned police 
officials for.

National NAACP demolishes affirmative action report 


(COLUMBUS BUREAU) 


The national office of the NAACP has branded as “decep- 
tive” a recent report on the economic status of Black people 
which argued that Black males had made “unprecedented 


economic progress” in the last four decades. tan 

The report, which was described in the New York Times + 
February 25, argued not only that Black males had*bridg 
much of the income gap which existed between themselves 
and white males in the period from 1940 to 1980, but added that 
the impact of affirmative action programs was negligible in 
helping bridge the gap. 

“The National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People is not as inclined to eagerly accept a forty-year pro- 
gress report...without realizing the inherent dangers of mis- 
leading information,” a news release said. 

Although the NAACP stated that “significant economic pro- 
gress has been reported by every immigrant group settling in

It is not often that we-find a friend in our lonely fight for s 
Affirmative Action programs. But we read with great inter- 3 
est, the news of the American Jewish Congress, that it was § 
attacking the Equal Employment Opportunity Commis- & 
sion’s “blanket rejection of goals and timetables” as a% 
remedy against- discrimination. x 

Theodore’R. Mann, president of the-Congress, called for : 
the retention of such measures to “pursue the achievement = 
of equal opportunity for all Americans, regardless of race, = 
creed, color or sex,” ina letter to EEOC Chairman Clarence % 
Thomas. 


The EEOC’s action is part of a coordinated Reagan # 


administration attack on all the methods of ensuring non- 
discrimination in the workplace. The Reaganites, Black 
and white, use a seductive argument: that there can be no 
programs, even benign in nature, which use race or sex to 


parcel out job opportunities. Rights, even the right to non- = 


discrimination, adhere only to individuals, not to groups, 
the Reaganites say. 
The notion, as we have stated, is seducive. But it is 


ultimately wrong. Blacks and women are not discriminated i 
against as individuals, but as members of groups. Blacks, in : 
particular, possess in their skin what the Supreme Court § BS 
has in the past called so vividly “the badge of slavery,” = 
which identifies all of us as a unique group in American § % 


society. 

The use of goals and timetables to monitor the hiring of 
minorities is critical: Otherwise, there is little ability to # 
determine if a particular company is actually moving % 
toward its goal of a nondiscriminatory, .racially- -mixed # 
workplace.. . 

Although Mann acknowledgedimhis letter that goals and # 
timetables may be treated by some employers as quotas, BS 


he said that “the remedy for such abuse is nota blanket rule = 


against their use, but more rigorous enforcement.” 


A second, more critical principle here is that there has = 


been over 350 years of history of discrimination against = 
Black people in the United States. It is amazing to us that

We are glad that the Franklin County Commissioners ie 
havé agreed to put the »S:pecent taggjevy to fund the 'pro- & 
posed New World Centér on the balla, We are also pleased | 
that they have agreed to fund,. out of the levy, a portion of ; 
the operations of the Central Ohio Transit Authority. 
However, we are hopeful that the commissioners, and all

The Black community continues 


; to have its share of strong and via- 


ble family units. Some are headed 
by single women who, unlike any 
‘of those you interviewed, hold 
down one or more full time jobs to 
assure that their children never 
= begin the welfare cycle. 


In the majority of the Black 

communities across this country, 
‘strong families, steeped in highly 
moral, Christian tradition, are the 
rule. Abberations, like Timothy 
and his harem, are the exceptions. 
We conclude, therefore, that the 
family in the Black community is 
not vanishing. 
Society at large has redefined 
the family. Black families, as a part 
of this redefinition, continue the 
successful struggle for survival. 

In most urban centers, that 


% struggle does not go unassisted. 


Here in Cleveland, Ohio, a north-

Some readers may remember 
Piet Schabort. 

Schabort, the vice-consul for 
information at the South African 
Consulate in Chicago, was inter- 
viewed at The CALL & POST in 
November, 1984. He explained his 
government's position on that 
country’s policy of apartheid; and 
challenged the moral authority of 
men like Rev. Desmond Tutu to 
speak on behalf of the oppressed 
Blacks of that land. 

Much has changed in that 
period of time. Violence in that 
nation has escalated, and 
hundreds of Blacks lie dead at the 
hands of the South African police. 
Desmond Tutu has won a Nobel 
peace prize, yet has seen his moral 
leadership challengéd by even 


_ more aggressive, even more vio- 


lent, opponents of apartheid. 

The African National Congress, 
of which jailed Black leader Nel- 
son Mandela remains the motivat- 
ing force, has stepped up its cam- 
paign of armed revolt against 
apartheid by moving against non- 
military (read: civilian) targets. 

The South African government 
itself has made fitful twists and 
turns on.the issue, eliminating: 
some petty apartheid rules but not 
the powerful superstructure of 
oppression. 

The European and American 


banks, which have been helping 
prop up the racist government, 
have become nasty, and have 
begun to pressure the the South 
African government for their 
money. Some companies doing 
business in that nation have 
already pulled out. 


in Ohio, the House of Represen- 
tatives has passed legislation 
sponsored by Rep. C.J. “McLin (D- 
Dayton) which would force the 
state's pension systems to divest 
themselves of stock in companies 
doing business in South Africa. 
HB 22.is.now in the Senate, where 
it has been languishing without a 
hearing. 

Despite the changes, Schabort’ s 
message has remained fundamen- 
tally unchanged. He argues that 
the government is meeting with 

“all Black leaders who are 
renouncing violence,’’.and 
trumpets the cosmetic changes 
which have occurred in his 
country. 

Schabort argues that his 
government is willing to negotiate 
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with the ANC--"when the ANC 

renounces violence, or when 

Mandela renounces violence.” 
Schabort even claims that his 


government is willing to enter into 


some sort of power-sharing rela- 


tionship with all the peoples of 
South Africa, in which “everybody

((disinvestment proponents) 
would try and help are the people 
that would suffer," Schabort says, 
noting that most of the blue-collar 
labor in his nation is done by, 
Biacks. "The whites will also 
suffer, but the major impact is on 
the Blacks.” 


In addition, Schabort argues 
that his nation is a supplier of vital 
minerals to the United States, and 
that trade between the two coun- 
tries accounts for 150,000 jobs 
in the U.S.--jobs which would be 
lost if a complete ban on trade 
were developed. 


“There would be a devastating 
impact in various economic sec- 
‘tors of your country” if the United 
States were to cut its trade with 
South Africa, Schabort said. 


The more things seem to change 
in South Africa, the more-they ; 
remain the same. But when you 
hear the arguments of those who, 
while they claim to abhor apar- 
theid, want to maintain the- status 
quo, remember: you read their 
arguments here first and straight 
‘from the horse's mouth. 


The Black family:disputing the myths

A nationwide television 
broadcast on Black teenage preg- 
nancy and the ensuing media blitz 
indicate that America is rediscov- 
ering the black family. 

Many view this with misgivings. 
They fear it will strengthen nega- 
tive stereotypes and stigmatize all 
Blacks, especially since there are 
all too many people anxious to 
jump on any evidence that reinfor- 
ces their racism. 

But teenage pregnancy, female- 
headed households, and family 
disorganization are real problems

How best to provide minimum 
living standards is-a question in 
itself, and the welfare system is not 
the best answer. But assuming 
that girls have babies to get wel- 
fare checks puts ideology ahead of 
common sense.

Black teenage unemployment is 
over.forty, percent, according to 
. understated governmentstatis- 
tics. The true rate is far higher, and 
in some urban poverty neighbor- 
hoods it goes as high as 70-80 per- 
cent. Even among Black youth in 
their early twenties, unemploy- 
ment rates run to a fourth or more. 
The message sent to young men 
is that they have no place in the 
economy, a message reinforced 
by widespread adult unemploy- 
ment.

often measured by educational 
attainment, employment and 
income, this is disastrous. 


The resulting alienation is not 
understood. by those who expect 
people to conform to middle class 
standards of behavior, although 
denied the essential foundation of 
middle class life--security and 
income.

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A Child’s Decision 


To the four-year-old girl and her mother, the hunger was painfully real. 


It wasn’t the “two-hours-til-dinner” hunger most of us experience. It was the 


gnawing type. The helpless type when there’s no money to buy food. It hurt. 


Bu in Franklin County, there was help. A call to CALLVAC, a referral agency, 
directed the mother to a neighborhood food pantry. There they could get a 
three-day emergency supply of food. 


‘Their hunger also hurt the volunteer worker who assisted them at the pantry. 

Touched by the apparent need, she gave the little girl a peanut butter and jelly 

sandwich she had brought from home for her own lunch. As the little girl ate, 
the volunteer left for a moment and returned with a small toy for the girl. 


When offered the toy, the girl apparently felt she had to make a decision that a 
child should not have to make. She asked if she could trade the toy for another 
peanut butter and jelly sandwich. 


A TRUE STORY 


Hanger is a harsh reality in our imperfect world. You don’t have to travel far 
to see it.
